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Fire asks for community 




of meals program

Blair Fire, volunteer coordinator of 
the home delivery meals program 
operating in Antioch and Antioch Twp, 
since 1975, wants; to change the way the 
program operates with the com- 
munity's help. 

At present, 17 disabled people over 60 
living in the village and 13 in the 
township receive a hot meal every noon 
delivered to their- residence from 
Monday through Friday through the 
program now operating under a federal 
grant through Catholic Charities. 

"We've never missed a meal," says 
Fire. 

The meals come from Quality 
Catering, Lake Villa, are delivered to 
the senior center and 14 volunteers take 
turns delivering the meals with no 
compensation whatsoever. 

Two volunteers work together, 
spending a week each working but of St. 
Peters, St/ Stephens, * the ^United 
Methodist Church of Antioch and St 
Ignatius. 

Fire is allotted no money at all. to 
cover the. administration of the 
program, mailing, phone calls, in- 
surance etc. 

This is not necessarily a free meal 
"program, tfie asking price per meal is 
$2.50 and clients who can pay, do. - 

Fire would like to see the program 
become an independent one operating 
with others like the telecare and free 
transportation programs as it did so 
Successfully at the United Methodist 
^Church under the Chain OXakes senior 
Services before fund cutting came in 
1986. 

"Then people called us if they needed 
help, they don't now. It's a matter of 
money, federal money is not stable 
since fund cutting began," adds Fire. 

Having already asked the township 
for monetary aid to operate in- 
dependently to no avail, Fire would like 
to see more churches and organizations 
and municipalities come to the meals 
program's aid, suggesting permanent 
monetary pledges. 

He asks, "What about the disabled 
people in the area under. 60 years 0I0V 
and what about all of these people the 
other two days a week," as part of his 
expansion ideas where shutins can get a 
visit that brings a nutritious hot'meal 
daily.

Employees of the Chain-O-Lakes Fox 
Itiver Waterway Management Agency 
have. spent this. cold winter repairing 
and rehabbing buoys and other 
waterway equipment in whatever fields 
helpful neighbors donated: 

Although it looks as if there may not 
be flooding this spring, the agency has 
three boats ready for emergencies. 
( John Sbffietti, agency' chairman, 
lauded their efforts in overcoming 
these difficulties. 

Before next winter, Soffietti said, 
they hope to have better working 
conditions: They have leased five 
acres at the McHenry Dam from the 
Illinois Dept. of Conservation on 
which the agency will build a main- 
tenance garage. . 

The building will include, an indoor 
workshop, for reconditioning the buoys, 
boats and other equipment. It also will 
store the agency's boats and the dredge 
together in one place, beginning when 
they are removed from the water 



To meet the new state requirement 
that police and emergency vehicle 
lights be blue-instead of red, all three 
agency boats now have flashing blue 
lights on top. Of course, they also still 
have the traditional (federally 
required) navigation running lights, 
showing red on the port ( left) and green 
on the starboard (right) side of the bow, 
and a white light atop the mast. 

Despite difficult working conditions, 
the agency has cleaned up its 675 buoys 
and installed orange reflector tape to 



make them more visible. To improve 
waterways safety they also are adding 
20-25 lighted buoys on the lower Fox 
RiVer in the dark areas with slow bends 
between the McHenry and Algonquin 
dams. 

High intensity white bulbs that are 
visible for one mile and flash 60 times 
per minute (instead of the previous 30) 
will mark the centerline of navigational 
channels. These will be placed at the 
mouth of channels between lakes in the 
chain, such as to and from Grass Lake.

Babcox -1928-1988 

From political boy wonder to GOP God fa iher

Death after a long illness closed out 
the remarkable career of Lake County 
Sheriff Robert -'Mickey" Babcox, who 
crammed more political experience— 
and living-into one life; time than 10 
normal persons. 

Mickey was loved and he was Hated, 
sometimes at the same time by the 
people who knew him best He was 
popular, respected, revered, feared, 
disappointing, pitied, praised, admired, 
criticized, enigmatic, reckless, a litany

of- descriptions of a colorful public 
figure. 

No one before him entered public life 
as "the Boy Wonder of Republican 
politics" and went out as the Godfather 
of the Lake County GOP. 
: He was quite a guy. 

Mickey was a born leader. Family 
and friends knew it when he was a kid in 
Gurnee. Schoolmates and adults could 
tell it when he was a sports star' in 
football and basketball at Warren High. 
When tapped by former StateHep. W.J. 
Murphy and the late Eugene T. Daly in 
1952 to run for coroner as an 
organization foe Mick took to politics 
like a duck to water. People loved him 
and he was elected easily at age 24, the 
youngest county offical in Lake County 
history. 

It was ironic that he entered politics 
as an anti-establishment and at the 
time of his death Monday night, March 
21, at age 60 he WAS the establishment. 

Mickey Babcox knew the taste of 
victory and he knew the taste of defeat. 
Young Republicans and independents 
itched for Mick in 1962 to take on the- 
sheriff's office and break the 
stranglehold of the1"good old boys" on . 
the office. .Mick's first shot at sheriff, 
produced the "Three Rats Caper" 
where his characterization of three 
entrenched politicians delighted sup- 
porters, infuriated opponents, 
mystified the unknowing and probably 
sealed his defeat. He withdrew to avoid 
a party squabble against Charles 
Larson. 

Political life in Lake County wasn't 
the same when Mickey left the 
coroner's office, defeated in the 
; primary in 1964 after three terms by 
Orville "Pat" Clavey, after compiling 
an enviable record that brought 
national attention to Lake County 
because of his advancements in 
forensics, the., science of body iden- 
tification. 

Only close friends kept in touch with 
him during a series of business ad- 



ventures such as the sand and gravel 
concessionaire at Chain O' Lake State 
Park and a Grass Lake Resort he 
operated with his wife, Arden, and 
three children. 

The late Harry Robin, a respected 
west Lake County political leader and 
force oh the County Board, probably 
was more responsible for Mickey's 
political revival than anyone after the 
once-popular politician's business 
endeavors languished. Robin en- 
couraged Babcox to start anew by 
running for an opening for coroner. 
Through a tremendous personal effort 
involving countless hours of door-to- 
door campaigning, Mickey regained the 
office in 1978, returning to the life he 
loved. 

The appetite for sheriff never left 
Mickey. In 1982 Babcox, a former 
deputy, challenged scandal tainted 
sheriff Tom, and -won the primary. 
Mickey took over an office rocked by 
calamity, scandal and rock-bottom 
morale, quickly restoring it to 
professionalism and respectability with 
a brilliant political move. He named his

Village board OK 9 s new 
construction ordinances

The passing of some new ordinances, 
most of them having^ to do with new 
construction coming into the village, 
was on the top of the list at the Antioch 
Village Board meeting on Monday. 

The board approved an ordinance 
requiring a certain amount of masonry 
to run adjacent to the foundation on 
multi-unit buildings planned to have 
more than three units. 

An ordinance instituting a 5 percent 
motel tax was also passed, proceeds to 
go toward furthering tourism and 
recreation in the village; 
; Another ordinance approved requires 
that an owner of a building already 
containing two or more apartments, . 
who plans to expand that building, must 
bring those existing apartments up to 
village building codes before the ex- % 
pansion will be allowed.

At its last regular meeting, the An- 
tioch High School Board of Education 
accepted the' low bid of $19,975 from 
Asbestos Project Management for 
performing the required inspection of 
the school and preparing a 
management plan that conforms with 
the Federal Environmental Protection 
Agency and 111. Dept. of Public Health 
regulations. . 

After reporting to the board that 85 
percent of the seniors applying for 
acceptance at the University of Illinois 
had been accepted, Principal Art 
Blecke reported on the summer school 
session that will start on June 16 and 
end on July 29. The tuition for the 
summer session will be the same as last 
year, $50 per semester credit. Blecke 
reminded the board that the tutition is 
all that the school receives to support 
the summer session since no financial 
aid from state or local taxes goes 
towards funding summer school 



In other business, the board approved 
the filing for a fedeal grant of $26,915 for 
the continuation of the career ex- 
ploration program which provides work 
experience and classroom instruction 
for students under 16 who need ad- 
ditional support in adjusting to high 
school. 

The board also accepted the ap- 
plication of ASSE International Ex- 
change Student Michael Faber from 
West Germany who will participate in 
the program's inbound program during 
the next school year.

Reconsider Neal leadership 



A lot of people are feeling better 
about their county government now 
that the proposal to switch to executive 
form of government in Lake County has 
been soundly thrashed. We feel good 
about the outcome not only because of 
our efforts to help defeat something 
considered wrong for Lake County, but 
also because the campaign enabled 
citizens to get better acquainted with 
thefr local government. The beneficial 
side of the exercise in democracy was 
that the story of how really well Lake 
County is governed by basically well 
meaning electors working with 
dedicated and capable professionals 
got to be told. 

We weren't impressed at all with the 
fact that while Lake County voters 
rejected county executive two to one, 
voters of Will County adopted the un- 
tested and constitutionally clouded 
system by a narrow vote of 24,833 to 
24,111. Not by coincidence, the Will 
County effort was spearheaded by a 
county Republican chairman bent on 
consolidating personal power. The Wife* 
County GOP boss, John Annerino, came 
out a winner, while his counterpart in 



Lake County, controversial Robert 
"Bob" Neal, suffered both a party and 
personal defeat. 

Personalities aside, the lop-sided 
Lake County vote indicated a whole lot 
more of the electorate than originally 
thought cares about the form of county 
government More important, they now 
know a lot more about how and who 
runs the County Board. They also know 
that the system is fragile and 
vulnerable, particularly to the evils of 
bossism and .partronage normally 
associated with Cook County. We were 
concerned about the tactics employed 
by Neal and more than a little 
frightened by some of the supporters he 
and his cohorts mustered to back the ill- 
fated venture. We hope the Neal clique 
got the message. 

In summary. Republicans can well be 
advised to reconsider what kind of 
leadership they've been getting under 
Bob Neal, It is one thing to have a hard 
fine "gjv'em hell" county chief fanning 
partisan fires for a political party. It is 
quite another thing to have a "slap 
leather" type leader itching to take 
over an entire county. 



An act of prudence 



A decision by Lake Zurich coun- 
cilmen to' budget $8,000 for a bullet- 
proof protective screen caught the 
fancy of editors around the nation 
because the action was reported on 
news wires. Chicago media pundits 
tittered that neighboring officials were 
reacting with amusement. 

Editorial clucking aside, we hasten to 
add that Lake Zurich village trustees 
are dead serious. As one board member 
paused to reflect, "It's pretty cheap 
insurance." Insurance for what? Ob- 
viously, insurance against rash acts by 
angered citizens. 

Has grassroots government gotten to 
the point where elected officials fear for 



their safety? Sadly, we have to admit 

that the answer .is yes. While Lake 

Zurich council members may be open to 

criticism for being over precautionary, 

more and more villages are having 

uniformed officers assigned at village 

meetings for any eventuality. 

Americans have a propensity for 

violence. A whole generation of citizens 

has grown up on a television diet of 

sudden, violent action to solve any kind 

of problem. Consider the required 

security for the President and cabinet 

level officials, exemplified at close 

hand again when Vice President Bush 

visited Lake County a few weeks ago. In 

that context, Lake Zurich officials only 

are acting prudently. 



Advancing boating safety 



Boating and drinking don't mix in 
Illinois anymore. In what is believed to 
be the first sentence under a new law 
making operation of a boat while in- 
toxicated a felony, an Antioch man was 
sentenced by Judge William D. Block in 
Lake County Circuit Court. 

Timothy Palm, 24, admitted that he 
was under the influence of alcohol when 
his powerboat killed another boater in 
Lake Marie last summer. 

Judge Block imposed a sentencing of 
30 days in jail and placed Palm on 30 
months' probation. He also stipulated 
that Palm not leave his home for six 
months after the jail sentence except 
for work and not to do any boating 
during his probation. Palm also was 
ordered to pay more than $4,600 funeral 



costs for the victim of the boat crash 
and do 150 hours of community service. 

A number of the persons in Judge 
Block's courtroom thought the sentence 
was too lenient. That's a matter of 
persona] opinion. What is important is 
the message that the Palm case will 
send throughout the state: Don't drink 
and drive a boat! 

The crackdown on motorists to 
reduce driving while under the in- 
fluence has produced a new species of 
motorist, the designated driver. We 
hope that practice is picked up by 
boaters in our area this summer. With 
designated captains at the helm of 
party- boats, conditions on the water 
will be a lot safer and there shouldn't be 
any lessening in the fun of boating. 



Dangerous 'mischief 



Every so often Illinois voters, 
especially Republicans, have a bent for 
mischief. They cross over in the 
primary to cause problems for the 
Democrats. It's a stupid and reckless 
game. GOP voters did it again March 15 
for the sole purpose of voting against 
Jesse Jackson. 

There was evidence in Lake County, 
particularly in some Grant Township 
precincts, on Republican voters pulling 
Democratic ballots to vote against 
Jackson. More than a few experts 
pointed to mischief voting as the reason 
for Sen. Paul Simon's victory for 
President in the Democrat primary. 

In Main Township, suburban Cook 
County, GOP leaders pointed to the loss 
of about 4,000 votes due to persons 
taking ballots to vote for Simon. 
Elsewhere in Cook County there was 
evidence of a marked anti-Jackson 
sentiment that swept voters into the 
Democratic primary. 

A decade ago, Illinois got one of its 



worst governors in history, Daniel 
Walker, because of mischief voting in 
the primary by Republicans. Walker 
challenged the popular and powerful 
Michael J. Howlett, a machine can- 
didate. Many GOP voters reasoned that 
Walker would be easy to beat in 
November so they crossed over to vote 
for Walker. Only Walker crossed up the 
cross overs and won in an upset in the 
general election, setting the stage for 
four disastrous years in Springfield. 

The ease in Illinois with which voters 
can change parties in the primary 
always leaves the door open for 
mischief voting. We preferred the old 
way when primary elections were true 
party functions. The present system is 
called an open primary. The former, 
closed primary was better in our 
opinion because it ruled against cross 
overs. 

We hope Republicans won't rue the 
day they crossed over to vote against 
Jesse as they did in the Walker debacle.

In northeastern, 
Illinois, we have about three years to 
reach a solution on what to do with out 
garbge not just to have a plan, but to 
have a solution in place. 

It is loads of fun to scream about the 
environmental dangers of a landfill. 
But when there is no place for garbage 
to go, the only thing more hazardous 
than a landfill is no landfill. Un- 
fortunately, in central Lake County, the 
only landfill most of us are .familiar 
with is ARF near Grayslake. ARF is 
smelly and dirty, attracting flocks of 
scavenger birds with paper garbage 
flying about. But that is not how a 
landfill has to be. Take a trip to St. 
Charles sometime and check out the 
landfill there. It is handled completely 
different. There is' no smell, few 
scavengers, and It is scrupulously 
clean. 

We must solve the garbage problem 
or we will find ourselves buried in a 
mountain of trash. The answer is not 
knee-jerk opposition to landfills, but a 
study of how the communities that 
make them work well do it. 

The next session of the County Board, 



beginning this December, will 
charged with finding a solution. 

THERE IS NOW a candidate who will 
challange Lake County Republican 
Chairman Bob Neat's leadership. The 
candidate is Fremont Twp. Sup. and 
former County Board member George 
Bell. ~ 

Bell already has the unified backing 
of independent Republican com- 
mitteemen throughout the county: That 
probably is not enough to unseat Neal, 
though. 

The question on the minds of most 
people is how Warren Twp. Sup. Bob 
Depke will come down. Though a 
regular, Depke was one of the most 
vociferous opponents of the proposed 
county executive system that failed by 
a 2-1 margin in the election. Depke was 
furious at Neal, for even bringing the 
idea up. 

If Depke's anger runs deep enough 
that he decides to support Bell, then 
Neal is in deep trouble because Depke 
can take a strong contingent of regular 
Republicans with him. Warren Twp. 
Repulicans will play the pivotal role in 
deciding who the next party leader will 
be. 

COUNTY BOARD REP. Bruce 
Hansen (R-Lake Zurich) is now clearly 
the dominant figure in Dist. 6. That 
district is the only one that is now 
solidly in the hands of the independent 
Republicans. Most observers had ex- 
pected incumbent Rich Anderson of 
Barrington (an independent) and in- 
cumbent Jerry Beyer of Wauconda (a 
regular) to be reelected. No on ex- 
pected the sort of overwhelming defeat 
that Beyer suffered at the hands of 
Anderson's running mate, Bobbie 
O'Reilly. 

Hansen was the architect of that 
campaign and he obviously knows what 
the people in Dist. 6 are looking for. Ela 
Twp. Sup. Bob Grever was quietly 
slated to oppose " Hansen for County 
Board in the 1990 election. But Ela is 
Hansen's home township and Grever is 
going to have to worry about holding on 
to his job at the township elections 
scheduled for next spring. Unless 
something big happens between now 
and then, the village of Lake Zurich can 
expect to see a turnover of its mayor 
and some trustees at the same election. 

For two years, Hansen has talked big. 
On March 15, he produced big. Whoever 
leads the party and whoever leads the 
County Board will now have to take 
Hansen very seriously indeed.

Our school board has decided to join 
other districts in a lawsuit to challenge 
the lack of funding for state mandates: 
Lack of funding is not the only problem. 
The manner in which some of these 
mandates are being implemented is 
causing unnecessary expenditures for 
our school districts. 

It's time we taxpayers ask just how 
much importance our state leaders 
really place on education in Illinois. 
Education received a lot of attention 
during the 1984 elections. Good in- 
tentions on the part of many in the 
legislature saw well intended reforms 
passed by House Bill 730. What has 
happened in the implementation? The 
mandate for learner outcomes, while a 
good idea, has turned into a nightmare. 
The costs of implementing this 
program in our schools are prohibitive.

It may be advisable for bunions or claw toes 
to be surgically corrected in a diabetic before 
problems with ulcers due to pressure occur, 
particularly if the diabetic is young. In the 
usual treatment of choice, your podiatrist 
resects (trims or cuts off) the base of the prox- 
imal phalanx, or the second bone, of the big 
toe. 

Correcting the deformity in claw toes can 
avoid dorsal calluses and possible areas of 
ulceration over those joints. In addition, it will 
become less essential to remove calluses and 
corns. Surgery is recommended for diabetic 
patients only for .the most valid of reasons, 
because the nature of the disease adds to the 
surgical risk. In itself, that's an added reason 
for diabetics to schedule regular pediatric 
examinations.

Doug Ploss says, that the at- 
mosphere >in>the office of his Art ^h' 
Type business reminds -him in a way 
;of^*TheWizardbf<)^; 
^"Remember the part where 
Dorothy said, 'People come and go so 
quickly around here'?" He said. 

During the course of a conversation 
with Ploss, various people may 
breeze in and out of the basement of 
\ his - lakeside home in Lake Villa for 
any number of reasons, .whether to 
drop off or pick, up something, ask a 
question, or make a comment ; Then 
they vanish as quickly as they ap- 
peared. 

Ploss himself does bear a certain 
resemblance to ''that man behind the 
curtain". He always? has some new 
wonderful creation : handy " that he is 
happy to share, with his visitors. This 
"could be anything from a set of paper 
helicopters that actually fly (com- 
plete with a detailed illustration of a 
pilot)' to a collection of novelty 
business cards, including one simply: 
labeled in big letters ' 'Some other, 
form of identification" .' 
'v'We're always looking for new 
ideas for cards", he said. - 

. Don't make the mistake, though, of 
assuming that he spends all his time 
on such frivolous things. He has a 
business to run, and ^even; with the 
help of Mary-Jeanne, his wife of 32 
years, that responsibility can get 
much more demanding than many 
people realize. 

"There's an old saving that when 
you're self-employed, you only have 
to work half-days," he said, ''and it 
doesn't matter which 12 hours you 
pick." 

Just what kind of business is "Art 
*n* Type. Group"? Ploss answers "I 
like to describe it as an advertising 
agency with graphic arts backing." 
He pointed; out that it has three 
separate listings in the phone book- 
one sunder advertising agencies and 
'counselors^ one under commercial- 
artists, and one under typesetting. 

"We get the most calls from the 
advertising one", he said. "We found 
a niche; There are no {advertising-

agencies here in western Lake 
County. That's a very important part 
of, our business. And we back it up 
with oiir own typesetting. When we do 
a job, its ready to go." 

The tools of the trade that can be 
found in the Ploss home include 
drawing tables, a processor, and a 
typesetting machine which Ploss 
bought at Maryr Jeanne's su ggestion 
.after he went into business with "Art 
- 'n' Type" in 1981." 

. ..Seven years ago, Ploss was laid off 
from his job as art and printing- 
department manager for the now- 
defunct AAMCO Tools facility • in 
North Chicago. He had held that 
position for 10 years. ■ 

"When you get laid off, your first 
instinctive reaction isHoseek another: 
job;" he said. "But when you discover 
that you're apparently no longer 
hirable- for age or whatever reason- 
you have to do something else." 

Ploss sent out several resumes to 
companies who all sent back polite 
rejections. ■Unable to find anyone 
willing to hire him, he hired himself- 
and now uses those rejection letters 
as samples ofletterhead designs. 

His ^plus years of experience in 
the fields of graphics and printing 
proved very helpful in starting and 
maintaTning J his own business- 
althoughhe admits that getting the- 
business of f the ground proved a little 
rocky. 



"We had some low spots," he said. 
"We weren't eating oatmeal sand- 
wiches or anything, but it wasn't all 
smooth sailing." 

Ploss says that what helped things 
was his contacts and referrals from 
friends.; ."People, would heed 
something and they didn't know how 
to get it," he said, "and somebody 
would tell them 'Hey, I know a guy 
who can do that'." 

"That's why you should never burn 
any bridges," he stresses. "Those 
contacts- can , really help you; 
someday." 

He discussed what appeals to him 
about running his business. "People 
know what they want, but they don't 
know how to; go about it. So a lot of 
times, you sit and listen and counsel. I 
enjoy doing that." he said. "By being 
an ad agency and being knowledgable 
about graphics, it gives a double 
advantage." 

Ploss has decided he much prefers, 
working fpr himself over working for 
someone else. "As an employee, you 
never get the whole "" picture (of 
running a business). Even as a 
manager, you manage what, other 
people do. 

"I've been in business for myself 
for a long time how and I wouldn't 
have it any other way . I'nvjust glad 
there are people outUhere who need 
ihelp/otherwise I dbn'tknow what Vd 
be doing,'' Ploss said.

After scoring a Top Ten hit with "Say You Will," the 
first single from their latest Atlantic album Inside In- 
formation, Foreigner would appear back on ", track. 
However;;, only, a year before, the group was going 
through some serious internal strife. 

During that time, communication between band leader 
Mick Jones and vocalist Lou Gramm had completely 
broken down. As the singer geared up for the release 
of his debut solo album. Ready Or Not, rumors were ram- 
pant that he might not be returning to the Foreigner 
camp. 

"After all that we'd achieved over the years, I felt it 
was a pity that it looked like things were just going to 
end on this sour note, as it were," says Jones. "So I 
called Lou, swallowed my pride a little bit, and said, 
'Look, we haven't really talked together over this period, 
so maybe we.should.' The outcome was that we decided 
we both felt we still had something to achieve together." 

Once Gramm had come back to the fold, the band 
started working on their new album; "As soon as we 
began writing and rehearsing the material, everything 
started to go relatively smoothly," says Jones. 

Unlike previous Foreigner albums, most of which had 
required marathon studio stints, Inside Information was 
recorded relatively quickly. 

Jones gives a good deal of credit to the. input of 
engineer Frank Filipetti, who ultimately earned a co- 
production credit on the new album. "Having Frank 
there to help was important," says Jones. "Apart from 
being a wonderful engineer, he's a really good set of extra 
ears for me."

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Home equity loans good deal for senior citizens 



liy GAR VS. MEYERS 

Do you know any 
el(ierly-who need money 
for living, home repair or 
health care, but are 
house rich and cash 
poor? 

An equity conversion 
loan, also known as 
reverse mortgage, may 
be the way for senior 
citizens to convert their 
home equity to cash. The 
elderly will be able to 
raise money from their 
largest asset without 
having to sell, move or 
suffer the pitfalls and 
risks of a refinance. 

Many of our elderly arc 
worth more than they 
realize. Experts estimate 
that more than $700 
billion in home equity is 
presently held by the 
elderly. 

According to a 1983 
study by Dr. Bruce 
Jacobs of New York's 
University of Rochester, 
83 percent of America's 
homeowners aged 65 or 
older owned their homes 
free and clear of all debt. 



Beginning in early 1989 
the Federal Housing 
Administration is 
planning a demon- 
stration program that 
will insure 2.500 home-* 
equity conversion loans 
(reverse mortgages) for 
elderly homeowners. 

The FHA program, 
authorized under the 
Housing and Community 
Development Act of 1987, 
will be administered by 
the U.S. Dept. of Housing 
and Urban Development. 
The FHA will make loan 
commitments until 1991. 
but the loans will be 
insured until the 
homeowner dies or sells 
the home. 

Similar to standard 
home equity loans 
available at commercial 
banks and savings 
associations, the new 
convernsion loan will 
provide either a monthly 
cash payment or make a 
floating line of credit 
available to the elderly 
homeowner to draw from 
when needed. The in- 



terest rate on the loans 
may be fixed or they may 
be tied to a variable 
index. 

However, unlike other 
home equity loans the 
FHA-insured loans delay 
repayment of principal 
and interest until the 
homeowner dies or sells 
his home. 

"Standard home equity 
loans are generally not 
good for the elderly. 
People really can risk 
losing their home 
because they have to pay 
the money back while 
they are receiving it," 
said Ken Scholen, 
executive director of the 
National Center for 
Home Equity Conversion 
in Madison, Wis. 

Although the final 
details of the FHA new 
program still are being 
worked out, homeowners 
62 or older would qualify. 
The maximum amount 
the FHA will insure will 
range from $67,500 to 
$101,250, depending on 
the area of the country.

If the FHA program is 
successful, home equity 
conversion experts see 
such programs becoming 
widely available. Private 
organizations, local and 
slate governments 
already have similar 
home equity conversion 
programs in California, 
Arizona, Connecticut, 
Maryland, Massachuse- 
tts, New Jersey, Ohio, 
Pennsylvania, Rhode 
Island and a few other 
places. 

There are three basic 
types of reverse mor- 
tgages: the split-term 
reverse mortgage, the 
term reverse- mortgage 
and the shared ap- 
preciation reverse 
mortgage. 

Begun in 1985, Con- 
necticut's split-term RM 
program has attracted 
more than 240 par- 
ticipants. 

Under the plan, 
homeowners receive lax- 
free monthly payments 
for 10 years, based on 80 
percent of the appraised 



value of the home. The 
payments automatically 
continue to build up in the 
form of a larger loan 
balance along with the 
unpaid interest due on 
the balance. 

At maturity payments 
stop, but the repayment 
of principal and interest 
is not due until the home 
is sold or the borrower 
dies. Borrowers may 
remain, in their home as 
the legal owner. Rhode 
Island also has a similar 
program. 

The interest rate for 
Connecticut^ -plan is a 
low 7 percent. Con- 
necticut's plan docs 
require thalhomes have 
no more than $5,000 in 
debt to be eligible for the 
program. As part of the 
program homeowners 
can elect to receive a 
lump sum payment of 
$5,000 to pay off any 
outstanding debts. 

Term Reverse mor- 
tgages require full 
payment at maturity, 
ranging from three to 12 



years. Under a term RM 
some elderly; 

homeowners must sell 
their home to pay off the 
debt. 

Shared Appreciation 
Reverse mortgages are 
perhaps the most com- 
plicated of the RMs. The 
cash paid monthly is 
effected by more than the 
home's present, value.. 
The monthly payment 
and interest charged also 
will vary, depending on 
the age and sex of the 
homeowner(s) and how 
the home is owned-joint 
tenancy or other. 
Repayment is not 
required until the home is 
sold. At repayment the 
lending authority 
receives principal and 
interest plus a per- 
centage of the home's 
appreciation. 

There are risks in- 
volved with risk mor- 
tgages. Most notably 
elderly homeowners 
could lose Iheir home if 
they cannot afford to pay 
off the debt at maturity.

What Is A Low Vision Center? 

Its sole purpose is to help 
people who have reduced vi- 
sion, or whose sight can not 
be helped by conventional 
means including eyeglasses 
or contact lenses. 



Who Does A Low Vision Center Help? 

The Center helps low vision patients-or those 
who have symptoms including the following: blur- 
red or distorted vision, high sensitivity to glare, 
night blindness, loss of central or peripheral vi- 
sion, or loss of half the field of vision. It may have 
been brought about by specific diseases of the eye 
including macular degeneration, diabetic 
retinopathy, glaucoma, cataracts, corneal scarr- 
ing, or retinaldeterioration or detachment. 

How Can A Low Vision Center Help Such Patients?

There's nothing wrong with getting 
older. Age is an asset, according to a 
large number of senior citizens 
responding to a survey about how 
Illinois oldsters view themselves. 

Twenty percent of the respondents 
said they view aging as an asset. As one 
75-year-old respondent put it: 

"It's a great advantage. I am at the 
height of my powers. My age and ex- 
perience have given me the knowledge 
which I am now able to share with 
others." 

More than half the respondents made 
positive comments about their present 
lives when asked to give their thoughts 
about their age. These remarks con- 
cerned how rewarding, interesting, 
happy or full their lives are; how 
grateful they are for continued good' 
health; and surprise (as well as 
gratitude) in having lived so long. 

"The survey shows older people to be 
active, involved, progressive, nur- 
turing of others and wise in their 
assessment of life," said Victoria 
Bumagin, Director of the Chicago's 
Center for Applied Gerontolgy and 
consultant to Blue Cross on the project. 
"Taken together, the findings offer a 
portrait of older people and their life' 
experience which is diametrically 
opposed to the stereotype." 
; The respondents were particularly 
eloquent about how their viewpoints 
have changed over the.years. and what 
they have learned about life.- - 

About changing perspectives, a 101- 
year-old man wrote that "I am not as 
sure about some things as I was 30 
years ago. Indeed I wish I could be as 
sure now about anything as I used to be 
cock-sure about everything." About 
coping with life's ups and downs, an 82- 
year-old man wrote "Don't take (life) 
too seriously - you can't get out 
alive...". 

A 76-year-old woman offered the 
following advice for maximizing life, 
"Live each day to the fullest. We never 
know God's plan for tomorrow. Each 
day is a miracle with beauty free for the 
seeking." An 88-year old woman wrote 
that "to be truly happy you must seek 
ways to bring happiness to others...". 

Bumagin also noted that the survey 
showed the enduring importance of 
"traditional" values - family, religion 



and spirituality - among older people. 
"These values appear to give a 
meaning to life which helps sustain 
vitality," she said. 

One 73-year-old man summed up the 
importance of spirituality this way, "I 
believe that religious faith is required 
to accept yourself and others (and) for 
values and purpose in life...". 

Another interestng finding is the 
degree to which the respondents 
acquire new information and adopt new 
points of view. For instance, a large 
number reported learning new in- 
formation or skills recently, including 
the use of new electronic equipment, 
such as computers and microwave 
ovens. 

And 32 percent reported changing 
their eating habits in recent yers, ap- 
parently in accordance with con- 
temporary wisdom on nutrition - 
eliminating or reducing the intake of 
sugar, fat, cholesterol, salt, red meat, 
high-calorie food; cutting overall 
calorie consumption; or incorporating 
more fruits and vegetables into their 
diets. The group appears to eschew the, 
potential health risks associated with 
smoking, as well: 87 percent say they 
rarely or never smoke and 11 percent 
said that they cut down or quit smoking 
in recent years. 

The survey was conducted last fall in 
connection with the "Blue Cross Golden 
Anniversary Salute to Older 
Illinoisans," a commemoration of the 
company's fiftieth Anniversary. In 
consultation with Bumagin, Blue Cross 
designed a questionnaire composed of 
34 multiple choice and open-ended 
questions. The questionnaire, which 
explored the respondents' in- 
terpersonal relationships, their impact 
on others, ievel of physical and mental 
activity, as well as their philosophical 
outlook, was mailed to 650 older people 
who were nominated by friends, family 
and colleagues from throughout the 
state. The responses were computer 
tabulated by Blue Cross and Blue 
Shield. Bumagin worked with Blue 
Cross staff in preparing an analysis of 
the data. 

"The survey redefines what it means 
to be 'old' in this day and age," said 
Desch.

If you live in a flood-prone area, the 
American Red Cross suggests taht you 
follow these preparatory and 
precautionary steps : 

-Verify that - home and, family 
members are covered under flood in- 
surance. 

-Know where the main electric and 
gas switches in the home are located, in 
case you have to find them without 
much warning. 

-Keep a flashlight, extra ■ batteries 
and a portable radio at hand. 

If a flood occurs or is imminent in 
your area: 

-Move furnishings and appliances to 
the highest level possible. 

-Attach identification tags to your 
belongings. 

-Turn off main electric and gas 
switches. 

-If time permits, remove electric 
motors and oil and gas burners from 
stoves, furnaces and other fixed ap- 
plainces and stow them out of reach of 
expected flood levels. 

-Cover electric outlets with tape to 
keep out mud. 

-Stack sandbags away from outside 
foundations. (Do not place them 
against the foundation, or the pressure 
of underground water may cave in 
basement walls.) 

-If evacuation is necessary, take 
important documents, prescription 
drugs, eyeglasses, a change of clothing, 
special foods, toys and books for 
children, and blankets. 

All persons living in a flood prone 



area should be familiar with the 
following terms in the case of imminent 
flooding conditons; Altheimer advised. 

-Flash flood watch means heavy 
rains may result in flash flooding in.the 
specified area. Residents should 
. remian alert and prepare for im- 
mediate action if flood conditions 
warrant. 

-Flash flood warning means flash 
flooding is occuring or is imminent in 
the specified area. Persons should 
immediately evacuate their homes and 
move to safer ground. 

The mission of the American Red 
Cross is to help people avoid, prepare 
for and cope with emergencies. The

Babcox, a Grayslake resident, served 
as coroner of Lake County from 1952-64 
and 197&-82. He won his first term for 
sheriff in 1982 and was re-elected in 
1986.

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Place aids abused women

* The most prevalent 
crimejn the U .S.> the one 
that happens more than 
all the robberies by 
crazed junkies creeping 
about in the dark to steal 
for their- next fix, is 
violence against women. 

The FBI says it hap- 
pens every 12 seconds. In 
25 percent of reported 
cases, the women are 
pregnant. What goes on 
"behind closed doors" 
has taken on new 
meaning. Violence 
against women is called 
the. silent crime because 
it is grossly under 
reported. 

The National Institute 
of Mental Health says 
violence against women, 
commonly referred to as 
wife battering, can 
happen to "any woman 
who maintains an in- 
timate relationship with 
a man." It is "violence 
that can cause serious 
injury and death." It 
happens to wives, 
divorcees, and 

girlfriends. The woman 
can be 18 or 80 years old. 

The Institute offers a 
typical description of the 
physical harm suffered 
by battered women in 
shelters and treatment in 
California. 

"Most injuries were to 
the head and neck and, in 
addition to bruises, 
strangle marks, black 



eyes, and split lips, 
resulted in eye damage, 
fractured jaws, broken 
noses, and permanent 
hearing loss. Assaults to, 
the trunk of the body 
were almost as common 
and produced a broken 
collarbone, bruised and 
broken ribs, a fractured 
tailbone, internal 
hemorrhaging, and a 
lacerated liver." 
. A Safe Place,- Lake 
County Crisis Center, is 
trying to respond to some 
of the thousands of area 
women crying out in the 
night. It is a shelter for 
victims of domestic 
abuse and operates a 24- 
hour crisis line for any 
woman to call at 
(312)249-4450. 

The crisis line is an- 
swered by staff and 
trained volunteers. It 
provides women in crisis 
with the chance to 
release feelings of 
frustration, depression, 
anxiety and helplessness. 
The objective is to calm 
the caller and help her 
identify options and 
resources available. 

The staff and volun- 
teers provide support, 
information and 

referrals if necessary. 
Women who are ex- 
periencing physical or 
emotional abuse receive 
detailed ' information 
about the shelter and 
counseling services. 
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Regaining self confidence 

Battered women's self-confidence is devastatingly low 
by time they reach A Safe Place Crisis Center. As part 
of counseling to restore self-esteem, women write out 
goals and good things about themselves to put up on 
their doors. 



Most" importantly, 
domestic violence vic- 
tims can talk to someone 
who will listen and who 
cares. 

A Safe Place opened in 
February, 1980. It is 
operated by Executive 
^Director. Barbara Ber- 
ngard and Director of 
Resource Development 
Susan Abderholden, 
.along with seven coun- 
selors; one . family ad- 
vocate, one coordinator 
of volunteers, Y and 32 
volunteers. 

They provide a full 
scope of programs that 
strive to assist victims of 
domestic violence in all 
phases of need/ They 
offer immediate help 
over the phone, a safe 
place to live for the 
abused woman and her 
children, and medical 
assistance. They assist 
women through court 
cases, have support 
groups and offer coun- 
seling for all family 
members. 

A Safe Place can house 
a total of 18 women and 
children at one time. The 
shelter offers a place of 
safety and support with a 
six-week residency 
program for abused 
women and their 
children. The shelter's 
facilities include 
bedrooms to * ac- 
commodate all sizes of 
families, a laundry room, 



and a stocked pantry and 
clothing room. It also has 
an inviting playroom 
with an overflowing toy. 
box, a dining room, and a 
woman's living room. 

In dispelling myths 
about violence against 
women, Berngard 
saidV'It's. a fallacy that 
women deserve to be 
beaten." She also said 
that abuse crosses all 
socio-economic, educat- 
ional, religious, racial, 
cultural, and geographic, 
lines. 

In their seven years of 
operation, the shelter 
has provided direct 
services to over 6,000 
people. In 1987, 117 
women and 173 children 
took refuge in the shelter. 
An additional 627 women, 
children and men 
received services as non- 
residents. 

In its efforts to assist 
the varied needs of 
battered women, A Safe 
Place has two satellite 
support groups, one in 
Vernon Hills and one in 
Round Lake. The Vernon 
Hills group reaches out to 
residents of western, 
central western, and 
southern Lake County. 

A , court intervention 
program, Intervention 
Program for Domestic 
Abuse and Violence 
(IPDAV), is designed to 
interrupt the abuse cycle 
by* training others in the" 



Safe Place aids 
abusive mates too

Executive Director of A Safe Place Lake County 
Crisis Center Barbara Berngard described what 
happens in little boys lives that carries through in 
manhood to make them abusers. She said that bet- 
ween 60 and 80 percent of abusers grow up in abusive 
homes. They equate love with violence because they 
saw their mothers abused. 

"Remember, violence is a learned behavior, she 
said. "More abusers are oldest boys. If a boy is the 
oldest, he tends to be very agressive." She added that 
the boy is often a bully. 

Then, in manhood, when in a relationship, the 
abuser develops tendencies to keep his mate isolated 
from friends and family. He often will see that his 
mate has no access to money. "The abuser needs to be 
in control with power plays," Berngard said. 
"Emotional abuse has her dangling all the time," 
adding "a fear that any moment it may happen." 

Berngard further identified abusers as tending to be 
charismatic and manipulative. "They do not take 
responsibility for their own behavior. They play the 
victim, 'You're doing this to me.' 

"This whole macho image, the car crashes, guns, 
make it (violence) seem almost acceptable," Ber- 
. nhardsaid. 

The National Institute of Mental Health (NIMH) 
points out that, in general, public opinion supports 
traditional family relations and male authority. The 
Institute says, "The battering syndrome is both cause 
and effect of stereotyped roles and the unequal power 
relations betwen men and women." 

NIMH says, "A wife abuser tends to be filled with 
anger, resentment, suspicion, and tension. He also, 
underneath all his aggressive behavior, can be in- 
secure and feel like a loser." 

The Institute says the wife abuser goes through 
three stages. The tension-building stage builds over 
small occurrences such as a wife's not serving a meal 
pleasing to him. Next is the explosion or beating 
stage. Lastly, when the beating is over, "The batterer 
feels guilty about what he has done. He is sorry and 
may become loving towards her." This is the loving 
stage. "He assures his wife that he will never do 
anything violent or hurtful to her again. However, 
even with professional help, the tension building and 
the beatings may continue." 

A Safe Place is for treatment of the man also. 
Berngard said, "We encourage the man to take 
responsibility for his behavior. No one deserves to be 
beaten." 



legal system to recognize 
domestic ; violence as a 
criminal act, to protect 
the. rights of the abused, 
and to penalize and treat 
the abuser. 

A training seminar 
conducted by A Safe. 
PJace for over 100 police,, 
officers in the Lake 
County : area focuses on ?. 
the law enforcement role 
in . domestic violence 
situations, understanding 
the* Illinois < Domestic 
Violence Act, proper - 
procedures in obtaining 
an order of protection, 
and statistical in- 
formation about 
domestic violence. 

The IPDAV coor- 
dinator is present in the 
Lake County 

misdeameanor court 
where domestic violence 
cases are determined. 
The coordinator works 
closely with the State's 
Attorney to help women 
in getting orders of 
protection and explains ^ 
what will happen when 
she appears before the 
presiding judge. 

With this support, 
women are able td ap- 
pear before the judge, 
remain, calm, and 
describe the abuse they 
have experienced. 

Court advocacy is 
available to non- 
residents of the shelter, 
as well as residents. Also, 
information arid referral 
services are available to 
all victims of abuse, not 
just residents of the 
shelter, Berngard says. 

A Safe Place serves 
Lake, McHenry, and 
Northern Cook Counties. 
It is the only provider of a 
comprehensive program 
geared for not only the 
treatment- of domestic 
violence, but for its 
prevention as well, 
Berngard says. 

One part of the com- 
prehensive program, is 
the minority support 
group. It "offers a 
system of support for 
battered women of color 
with special attention 
given to cultural- 
environmental dif- 
ferences, language 
barriers and economic 
considerations." 

The Individual 
Counseling program 
provides a bilingual 
counselor for Spanish- 
speaking women and 
children. This program 
addresses a variety of. 
needs. 

"There is a pattern to 
abuse that brings about a 
loss of self-confidence," 
said Berngard. "It shows 
up in many areas of the 
woman's life, including 
parenting skills." She 
continued, "After * a 
woman experiences 
continual verbal abuse, 
she's so. needy and self- 
doubting that at some 
time she has a breaking 
point, because she can't 
meet everyone's needs, 
much less her own." 
Berngard says that 90 
percent of women who 
enter an abusive 
relationship as a con- 
fident individual become 
low self-esteem end 
products. 

Another part of the 



comprehensive program I 
is the ^Children's 
Program, designed to 
relieve the suffering of 
children- who have been! 
exposed to violence in 
their homes. Also;; it is 
designed to break the 
intergerierational cycle] 
of abuse that has been 
handed down from father 
to son. 

The Children's 
Program is presented in 
three phases. The first 
phase is counseling to 
provide children with a 
much needed sense of 
security, an un- 
derstanding of abuse, 
and improved social 
skills. 

The second phase 
works to build the 
relationship between 
parent and child. 
Through lecture, 
discussion and role play, 
parents are" given the 
tools to rebuild their 
families. 

The third phase is a 
follow-up home visit to 
women and children no 
longer living at the 
shelter. A counselor 
works with the family on 
contracted goals 
regarding the im- 
provement of family 
dynamics and. com- 
munication.
